Thb proBoni edition of the Hat of Ancient ilonnnients selected for cooserTa- 
tion in the Madttia Ptesidency is the third-of the kind, the firat one having been 
Uaned by Dr. Bargeas in 186(5-87 and the second by myaeif in 1891, It ia 
tssaed under the aathority of fJovernment conveyed in G-.O., No. 513, Public, 
dated i3th June 1910. The number of monimionts in the present list has increnaed 
enormously and it must be admitted that with further inveatigation some more 
additions will have to be made. 

A map showing the localities where the monninonis are situated has been 
put in with a view that visitors may have facilities for recognising the sites, and 
ascertain whether they are on the Railway line or out of it, and in the latter case 
to know the probable distance therefrom. In some places, the numbers of monu¬ 
ment.!; are too numerous for all their names to be inserted in the majj —Vijiyanagar 
and the Seven Pagodas are oxamplps of such sites — and the3<f can only be ascertained 
by referring to the body of the list. 

The appendices have been purposely inserted with a view to their being of 
service to the officiate of the Public Works jind Revenue Depaidments in draJing 
with archmologiciil works. They cnutain most of the information that may have to 
be consulted in the lUsrharge of the duties connected with all Ancient Monumeats. 

Lastly it must bo admitted that owing to mimerouH difficulties, it is not 
always possible to overlook the pos-sibility of error in the preparation of such a 
list. So I shall feel much obliged if any inaccuracies noticed by others are kindly 
communicated to me in order that they may be duly corrected, and that when 
noco^Haryt a revised edition, free from such enors, may be issued.

Native jurtizaad are usually good copyistw, eajjable of imitating any laodcl which mn.y be set before 
them, bat tin^bls to wako use of their eyes, and being Hoenfitomed to work with a. sbuvcityjj^d scries o( 
ilegoncnilc iiodern imitatione. they upply them iadiacrimiUEitoly, m pLice and aotof it, all clysfles of 
biiTlditigs- And many otherwise good workmen are prone to show off their skill by trying to improve 
opou the original.

Whenever broken parte have Co be repUcodi as for 
inatanco in baluAtradeSp monldingt and the likc^ the existing oldi deaigns, which generally consift 
of one pattern repeated, or of two alternating with each othor:^ ihonld faithfully copiocL 

Tnis does not, however, apply to toiracee, roofsj and domee, the original plaster of whieli 
mpst be kept in repair to keep them watertight. But in such cases there is no necessity for 
repairing their Hurfncfs with raw white plotter in ugly patches and linca. A dark coloured 
plaster should he used so as to matehj as noarly as possible, the old disoolaured work. A mixture, 
that has been found very successful for this purpose, and which can ho varied to match most 
discolouration a, is as follows ^—

removed^ but white lichens, or other small growths of that kind^ should, if practicable^ be cleaned 
away where they obscure delicate carviugfl honenth them i but do not let the remedy be worse 
than the defect by leaving unsightly marks ol the cleanings 

CdTTjfiys, si/g^—A s a rule, the repair of carviags^ whether in atono or brick, should ho limited 
to those of a purely geometric desigu. The repair of divino or buinan figuresp or of free floral 
designs, is sooreely ever to advocated ; noVp indeedp inreproducui^ bomo geometric dcaigua^ is it 
ad vf sable to do more than indicate their main tines. Questions of such re pair, however, must be 
decided on thdr own merits and always after v-onaultatiou with the local archsaologlosl authority^ 
Every scrap of aneient tilcwork or carved brickp that is lying in the dehria on old sttesp shoold 
be reatoFO^ii if possiblep to its former place, ii^re, of conrtCp being taken to ensure tb& rc^rution 
being correct. 

/mfr^s.^An iuEage that lias fallen should never be roplBccd on a pedestal or in a nidio 
unless it is sbsolutolj certain that it was originally set thero. No end of ooulnsion may bo 
caused by the Indboriiiiinatc ic. erection of images in the wTong plseca. 

No new images should over ho provided, Empty niohes ^h^Mild remain empty if their images 
arc loatp and the spm.^s occupied in frieisosnud siring courses should, in repaired portions, be bla^.. 
Broken images should not be mended w^ith now limbs or other pnilSj but old portionSp If existingi 
may bo pieced together as fsr as is practicable. 

Iho use of whitewash or painty ospedally on sculptures and inscriptions^ should 
he forbidden- If it is oontcmplutoil to remove any from an old surfaco, precautions must token 
to prevent injiuj' to anv inscription, relief or painting beneath. Whitewash may often bo 
removed by brushing with native soup oud water, or light sponging In tho cose of pninted or 
delicate surfaces, but, if ii. will not yield to this treatmeutt a wuak fioiution of nitrio acid or, Lu 
cases wbere the action of nitrio acid may bo dektonous^ of acetic acid, may be usedi followed by a 
thorough washing d^wn irith water in which u little earhouato of eoda has been dissolved. It haa 
been found that kenisiue-oil is effeetivo in removing whitewash off bdework. 

DfCffraiiV'e hl^tr^rk* —In oases where pk-cos of files have fallen away, leaving gaps ijo the 
surface, the gaps ahoiild not be filled with plaster. "ITjc tiles uoitt the gspft should pc edged 
lound with cement to praveuti more of Ibom from falling. The cement should oii no Aoeount bo 
coloured to imitate the tiles, but may bo mixed with colouring msi ter, so as to approach the tint 
of the old cementing materia L 

—The principles applying to the conaenatiou of wooden buildingB must, 
owing to the nature of thoir material and tho comparative short duration of 1 heir existence, 
ncce&anrily difier from the principles applying to structurts in brick or stone. Once a brick or 
stone slTiirture is put into a good sLate of repair, we may expect ibat, with a tittle attenttou 
from time to time, it may Isat for several hundred years. 

This is far from beiug^ the case with wooden structures, and, as a rule, the strictest economy 
must be observed to their eonaer^ation. In the caae of tho comparatively modem buildiDga of 
Burma^ Ibis may oidiiiarily be confined to (1) such plain Etructural repairs aa will ensure the 
stability of tho building, (2) repairs to the roof with a vkw to prevent the perenlatiou of rsin 
water, (3) earth oiling of the woodwork, when necessart to provcot tho laVkiges of white ants, 
and (4) such simple protective meBBurcs as are neessfory to preserve the glass iucrustatc work or 
Other arnaments. 

On the olhet hand, no pains or exponse should be spared in the presiervatlon of any wood¬ 
work belonging to the mcdituval or earlier ages, n# speoimeue of thisolass of work are oxoccdjngly

This is not likely to happoni i£ diffferetit parts of it are repaired at different times; hot, if the 
whole roof has to be ronovatod togetboTi the Kngineer in cnarge of the works should him^lf sea 
to the mixiug of the ingredienta and vary their quantities a Utile so as to oatoh the different 
tones of the masonry below. 

(6) Similarly j if it ie found ah-'wjlntoly necesaarj to oemeni up any of tbo open eraoka or 
jomts in the bcniy of a building, the cement used should invariably be treated in the aame way^ 
hut 1 may note that the poinmig of joints aiich as has been dons all over some temples ought to 
bo atrietly forbidden. Open joints if protoeted against the rain by the overhaugiiig raves, wuU 
do no barm, provided that jnngto plants are not allowed to take root in them i and if it is reallf 
noceosary to stop thoiu, tho cement should tio ” tneked ” back about or more horn the surface, 
so as to be quite inoonspknoiu. It is peculiarly diaflguring to an old buildingi in whioh mortar 
was not originally used, to point up its joints and carelessly smear the mortar or cement over the 
adjoining eurrace. 

(r) If newsteno work has to be intredneed for stnictural pnrpoacs, it shonll be neatly 
and acenratclj dressed. If a new stone has to replace one whieh was decocted with carving, it 
should be merelyblocked outso os to show the mainlines or monlilmgs of iho origiimlt 
without any attempt being nisda to recarvc tho details. 

(d) When the now stoiio work it in posirioa its cipoaed surfrices shonld be stained to tho 
colour of the old work adjoining with a staiu made from the bean known as s^mtrttrpu9 
which is proDurahle ia the bazaar unrlor the name of /thilaa^ (the marking nut from which dhohies 
got black dio for marking linen). In order to make the stain, take ozs. of thsTbeans, pat them 
in a mortar and pound tboui well. ITien pat in quart bottle and fill ^p with pet roll end Lot tho 
beans soak for a few days, after which the liquid can bo strained off and is ready for uso,

'fhe use of pamfUn has been found encecssful on Cleopntra^s needle, which ia presumed 
to he a blcKik of granite, and it has also been found useful as a preicrvativo for stone fronti of 
buildings which ore gimcrally built dihor ol that materiid or of frocstoae. If paraffin was 
found unitabb on these, in the polluted atxiicsphcrc of cities in Araeriga or Europe, it should be 
equally off (Motive on such stone buildings or mouoJilbs in Indinp and m the crude form in which 
it is used for aueh pnrposee it is comparntiTcly cheap.

A ifowff preserver.—The stone preserving compound of ProFee&or tt. M. CnffaU is paraffin 
with crooHotn dissolved in turpeuiine, and is deatgned priinarlly to proteot agaiuat atmospherio 
action, while the paraffin prevents organic growth* This is the matgrial with which was cOcoked 
the decay of the pink granite ligyptian obcliak that was set up in New York in 188L On its 
now site the obelisk began to weather rapidly and in 18b5^ wuen tbo proteoiivo oostiug was 
appliod^TdO pounds of loose chips were removed. The heating of the anriace necessary in 
applying the mixture—the melting point of whieh is 140'^ 1?\—did not have the injurious elleot 
foar^ Tho heat eau^d the substance to be absorbed to tbe depth of half uu inelL, and fiTj 
pounds were applied to tbq 2D0 square yards of shaft and plintb. In the 25 years since tbi^u the 
atone has shown no deeay-

4. When reliable information about repairs to an ancient bdlding has been obta^^ned^ the 
Bnbetqnent prooeduro is not very complicated, ^f’ho Collector eoncerned will send for tho trnatee 
and persuade him not to pull down existing shrines which do not require any repairs but to CTCct^ 
if necessary, new^ onea which would be mono mcritotious. If the trustee is not willing to Uston 
-to any such advices, the nmttcr may be dropped and an attempt made to save afl the iDecribed 
atones and those containing aciilplurcs worthy of proflervation. So far as c^eiicnoa goes, not 
much nsc ie made of old stoiifs in rcbnnding temples. Perhapa they are ntilked in laying the 
foundations of new walla. Consequently aff traces of them am lost, Ko hn^hip wilt bo causad 
to temple tmaUesj who spend feeveral La^hs of rupees in rebuilding a tempi if they are prevented 
abaolutelj &om making any use of old stones which bear writing. Thnc^ it Dannot b$ very difficnlt 
to secure the inscribed stones- of* ehrino or wall that has been pulled down, Ihe best eonme to 
bo adopted afler Eeeuring the stones is to number them and set them np in the temple itaolf or 
in iotun other convenient and safe local!ty+ Tins the tmatcea getiemlly promise to dO| hut 
-experience has proved that their numbering ia very defective and that the stones are never set 
up in any order. Tt is* therefore, ncce^ai-y that this should be dono at the oipenss of Govern¬ 
ment and under the joint supervision of the Arcbmological and Publio Works department. 
Any fnnda which the Government can allot for conservation of ancient monnmente cannot^ in 
my opinion, be better spent than in setting up in aome order tho inscribed stones of a temple 
that has been pulled down. If inscribed atones are allowed to bo used in building now shrines, 
apeoisi care mnst be taken that elausos 8, 10* T2 and 13 of the mamomndum are strictly 
enforced. 

The Tt'pairor rebnilding of a big temple generally takes several ycara, and I would 
suggest, aa an additional precaution, that Aidiivological nflkyrs should visit such temples as 
frequently ns po#aible^say not less than twioo a year. This is necessary to prevent dis- 
appearanco of atones poasfBaiug any antiquariati intereat. When ancient ahnnes are being 
puile^l dowD, inJcripticns whieb had been built in Or otberwise iuaeceasibla may be eaiily 
copied. Inscribeti stones utiMzed in previous restorations mav also turn np. Tbeso may bo 
. seonred witbont any trouble, if an Arehajological Officer is prcBont on the apoti 

6 , A perfectly barbarous pmetico* in which the Naifnkottai Chetties indulge while mpairing 
tcRiplcSt requirca also to he put down. Wlien they do not pull dowii a building, they chisel 
away any writing that may bo found on ita walls in order to make thorn white and smooth. 
They have done thia in TiruvaDiiimalni and Tiruvcnuanallfir and thos wantonly destroyed a 
large number of valuable inscriptions. They propoaed to do the gaino with the inBcriptiona on 
the walb of the eeutml shrine m the temple at KibhastL I tried my best to dissuade them by 
saying that inscriptions reearded note of cbarily in the past and it wmnid be a sin to rlestroy them. 
But 1 am not sure if they will leave these insoiiptioua iintonolicd. It ought in the Erst instance 
to be the interest of tho trustees to prevent this fresh vaudalio idea of the Niittrikottai Chettice. 
ClaubO 13 of the memorandum is intended to check this practice^ Afainly to scoiiro thla end and 
generally to restrain the vaudalio propensitica of temple trustees and Nattukottai Chclties, 
they roust bo required to enter into a written agreenieut wiili the Collector that they will strictij 
observe the clauses of the memorandum wbteb apply to them.

It is one of the chief destrudivo infiaenees in a trooiail 
chmate- But the custodians of anoieid monuments do not, os a rule, seom to takoaoy uotiSe of 
growths on the walls e|thef when they are but smaU plants, or even ofter they are deeply 

too^, and cOTiseqnently buildicfp are damaged to such aaeatont that heavy sums have to >» 

sent in their restoration, though no renovation can restore the original beauty of tho stmeture. 

Some custodians do mate a show of removing the leaves and atoms Icaviugtbo root to 
again produce a new and probably more limnxiant growth than before, and as the roots expand 
w^thopowth of the plonto, tho masonry, however heavy snd solid il may be, is invariably
